36 Reported Dead In 
| Northeastern Storms; 


Property Damage High 


By The Awoclftted Pre«» 


Clearing skies over most of the 


Northeastern States today brought 
relief from a three-day snow, ice 
and sleet storm that caused 36 
deaths and millions of- dollars 
property 'damage. 


An army of repairmen worked 


day and night to restore power 
and telephone service to thous- 
ands of homes without heat, light 
and wire communications. They 
were hampered in some sections by 
wires and trees still coated with 
Ice' from the "silver freeze". 


New England counted 29 dead 


and a million dollars in property 
damage. Most of the deaths were 
attributed to over-exertion. 


Along with the sunshine, the 


weatherman delivered to Pennsyl- 
vania a chilly, windy day, but for 
a change there was neither rain 
nor snow on the weather map.

(R-Ohio), essaying a stronger role 
has decided to take a place on the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee and an active hand in shaping 
foreign policy under the Eisen- 
hower administration. 


The Ohio senator, already serv- 


ing as GOP floor leader, expects 
to give 'up his high rank on the 
tax-handling Senate Finance Com- 
mittee to become fifth man in the 
Republican line on foreign rela- 
tions. 


In that place, he will be in 


position along with other commit- 
tee members to get first hand re- 
ports from John Foster Dulles 
Eisenhower's secretary of state. 


Appearing on an NBC television 


program yesterday, Taft said he 
wanted to switch from the finance 
committee to foreign relations be- 
cause foreign affairs are affected 
by all but about 20 billion of the 
78% billion dollars President Tru- 
man has proposed to spend in the 
fiscal year starting July 1.

State Department 
To Tighten Up On 
Relief "Chiselers" 


Harrisburg, Xff) —_ At least $1,- 


600,000 could be saved every two 
years if the State Department of 
Public Assistance would tighten 
up on relief "Chiselers," the Ches- 
terman committee believes. 


"Under the present policy, the 


department is in the position of 
offering encouragement to those 
who have fraudulent leanings," 
said a weekend report of the State 
Government Economy Committee. 


The committee, set up by Gov. 


John S. Fine to study efficiency 
and economy in the state govern- 
ment, recommended a 10 per cent 
penalty on those recipients found 
to be falsifying their applications. 


In 1950 overpayments amounted 


to $4,860,000, or about four per 
cent of the total paid out in relief 
About half of the overpayments 
were recovered. 


Persons now found to be receiv- 


ing more money than they are en- 
titled to must return the overpay- 
ments and then continue receiving 
public assistance at the adjusted 
rates. The department usually 
obtains a court order attaching 
any property of the relief recipient 
which is invoked at the time he 
leaves the rolls. 


The department already is using 


reduced grants to recover overpay- 
ments in six counties—Luzerne, 
Delaware, 
Mercer, 
Washington,

FIVE ESCAPE

Erie (AP)—Fire destroyed 
a two-story farm home yes- 
terday, wiping out a family of 
six. five others living on the 
first floor fled the mushroom- 
ing flames that left nothing 
but a charred mass in the 
basement.

His brilliant nine-year military career ended with 
the defeat of Cornwallis at Yorktown on Oct. 19, 
1781. With successful military achievements in the 
French-Indian Wars, at Valley Forge and at Mon- 
mouth, Washington showed he was a natural leader 
and capable of leading the new-born nation during 
the critical days that lay ahead. 


If is a strange paradox that American people 
hare always been hesitant about turning the 
reins of government over to a military man, yet 
10 active generals hove been elected. Wash- 
ington was the first. Because of his great record 
at the Fiat Continental Congress in 1774, he 
was chosen to lead the Continental Army. 


"Long live George Washington," the people 
shouted at his inauguration. Although not 
versed in the principles of government, he was 
honest and ever faithful to the liberty of 
America. His personal character was worth a 
great deal to the new democratic experiment. 


After two terms, Washington let it be known 
that he wished to retire. His last core was to 
prepare his "Farewell Address," which com- 
ing generations looked to at a priceless po- 
litical heritage. His administration was im- 
portant because it was able to launch the 
gorernment on a safe and enlightened plane. 
Washington was "First in War, First in Peace 
and First in the Hearts of His Countrymen."

GOP SENATE PLAN MAKES SENSE 


Though the Republican plan to reorganize the 


Senate committees may provide the party with a 
neld day, the proposal makes pretty good sense to 
neutral observers. 


The GOP leaders want to add two members to 


each of 10 major committees, and cut down by two 
the membership of five lesser committees. This would 
assure newly elected senators of both parties at least 
one major assignment, and end the system of relegat- 
ing freshmen to relatively unimportant duty for at 
least their first two years. 


In former times, background or ability of a high 


order was not sufficient to assure an incoming senator 
of an important committee post. 


Only the passage of time, and the accumulation 


of seniority, could give deserving senators a crack 
at the really challenging jobs. The new system would 
assure broader distribution of senatorial responsibil- 
ity for the big decisions. 


If the measure were strictly political, designed to 


increase committee opportunities only for the ruling 
Republicans, then the critics would have something. 
But this' is not so. The big committees would have 
15 members under the new plan, with the majority 
party holding a margin of just eight to seven over 
the minority. 


So both parties would gain one new member and 


both would have a larger share of responsibility for 
major Senate committee action. 


HISTORIANS HAVE LAST WORD 


One of the remarkable features of present-day 


life is the self-consciousness of our top political figures 
about their places in history. 


Nowadays our statesmen generally begin making 


things easy for the historian even before they have 
laid down the robes of office. 
A considerable time 


before he died, Franklin D. Roosevelt was busy help- 
ing along the project for the memorial library that 
now houses 'his official and private papers. 


Friends already are raising funds for a similar 


library in Grandview, Mo., for President Truman's 
documents. But Mr. Truman couldn't wait for that 
project to get going. He permitted publication in 
1952 of a book that reveals a lot of his private papers. 
In these last days in the White House, he's concen- 
trating on setting the historians aright. 


And for more than a decade others have been gal- 


loping into print with their memoirs at the earliest 
possible moment. 


All this is very thoughtful of these gentlemen. 


But one may be pardoned for suspecting that the 
objective historian may still find quite a lot of work 
cut out for him in evaluating their respective places 
in history.

TJ^ASHINGTON — (NEA) — How times have changed is indicated by 
™ President-elect Dwight Eisenhower's naming' of six Federal 
Reserve Bank officials to his official family. 


When the Federal Reserve Act was passed in 1913, it was con- 


sidered by many as a highly radical piece of legislation. Sen. Nelson 
Aldrich of Rhode Island, a Republican, who led the fight against 
creation of the Federal Reserve Bank, called it "socialistic in its 
features of government control." 


Forty years later, the Federal Reserve Board and its banking 


system are regarded as bulwarks of conservatism. 


The Federal Reserve officials whom General -Eisenhower has 


picked for high office include Marion B. Folsom and Randolph 
Burgess for Treasury, Robert T. Stevens for Secretary of the Army, 
Robert B. Anderson for Secretary of the Navy, William I. Myers 
and Albert Mitchell for the new Agricultural Advisory committee.

The others are on pro- 
fane subjects: "Mad Ophelia," "Daphne" and "Tristan and Isolde." 


Commissioned by Alemany & Ertman, and now on exhibition in 


this New York jewelry firm's showrooms, they are the work of the 
famous ex-surrealist whose paintings in the last couple of years 
have reflected specifically his Catholic faith. 


The crucifix, consisting of a burst of 600 diamonds in the center

The Murray seen by law-abid- 


ing citizens of the District is a 
quiet friendly individual. 
The 


town's crooks rate him a cold, 
deadly efficient operator. 
They 


resent his steady rise from the 
lowest ranks to the top in the 
D. C. Police Department. 


In one capacity or another he has 


had an intimate part in the police 
work of four previous inaugurals 
and knows the problems inside 
out, although this is his first one 
as boss-man. 


For instance, he remembers the 


inaugural of 1941 when the crowd 
almost broke through police lines 
threatening to engulf President 
Roosevelt. 
He promises that 


won't happen this time, regardless 
of the size of the crowd. 


Every policeman on his staff 


will do double duty during the 
three days. In addition he has 
borrowed the services of the most 
expert men on pickpocket and con- 
fidence detail who can be found 
in the U. S. He says: 


"There are policemen who know 


by sight the top pickpockets and 
confidence crooks in the U.S. They 
know their habits, where and how 
they like to work and how best 
to nail them. I've got the tops in 
this work coming to Washington 
to help for the inaugural." 


Murray believes that the big 


event will be a major attraction 
for all types of crooks. 
He re- 


calls that at the last inaugural 
several of the most wanted pick- 
pockets and con-men in the U. S. 
were picked up here, milling in 
the crowds. 


On the question of excessive tip- 


pling, Murray explains: 


"We know this will be a big 


celebration with much merriment. 
We'll 
only arrest those who 


should be restrained for their own 
safety, and those "who are disord- 
erly and threaten harm to other 
persons and property. That's al- 
ways our policy." 


He's 
optimistic about the be- 


havior of the crowd, explaining: 


"We feel,sure that the celebrat- 


ing will be kept within bounds, as 
it usually is at inaugurals. The 
visitors always cooperate, too." 


Another of Murray's problems is 


the spotting of first aid stations 
along the parade route. Scores of 
persons usually faint from exhaus- 
tion, are injured by the crowds 
or suffer some other malady from 
the events. 


Providing first aid is a major 


effort calling upon the special ser- 
vices Of hundreds of nurses and 
doctors who must volunteer their 
time. Special units will be operat- 


Few Presidents Able to Move 
Into White House and Relax 


Washington (IP)—No president 


since Herbert Hoover in 1928 has 
been able to 'move into the White 
House and relax* liven Hoover had 
only a few months of comparative 
quietude before the Wall Street 
crash. 


Roosevelt inherited the depres- 


sion. To Truman fell the job. of 
finishing World War U and fash- 
ioning the peace. Gen. Eisenhower 
inherits the Korean War and the 
cold war with Russia. 


Truman in his State of the Un- 


ion message said he is also leav- 
ing Eisenhower a great legacy: aj 
nation which rose from poverty 
and isolationism in 20 years to its 
greatest prosperity 
and 
world 


leadership. 


That legacy 
is not 
without 


strings. With it goes the respon- 
sibility for maintaining both the 
prosperity and the leadership, and 
the challenge to respond boldly to 
new crises which confronted them 
when they first took office were 
replaced by brand new ones, of 
a different kind, before their time 
in the White House was finished. 


It may be the same with Eisen- 


hower. 


When Roosevelt moved in in 


1938 he rose to the emen 


with 
after an* 


the economic disaster 
bold New Deal measui 
other. 


He had his hands fun with do- 


mestic problems and turned his 
back on Europe for years. 


But as we drew nearer war— 


the New Deal legislation had end- 
ed by then—he made successive 
daring moves.' Once In the war. 
Roosevelt assumed for this coun- 
try world leadership and the de- 
cisions needed to sustain it. 


When Truman took over, his Im- 


mediate task was ending the war. 
Once that was done—his hardest 
wartime decision was whether to 
drop the atomic bomb—he faced 
the gigantic job of getting the 
country prosperously into peace. 


It was a troubled peace from 


the beginning. As he mentioned in 
his message, he too had to make 
bold decisions he never dreamed 
of when he moved into the White 
House. 


So while Eisenhower's tasks at 


the beginning of his term may ap- 
pear monumental, they may turn 
out to be small and simple com- 
pared with those facing him four 
years from now.

"Cinders or sand particles are 


spread upon curves, hills, and 
bridges, and approaches to rail- 
road grade crossings and intersec- 
tions. Because of alternate thaw- 
ing and freezing, new snow or 
freezing rains, some locations must 
be gone over repeatedly. Even so, 
it is not always possible to guar- 
antee safe traction. 


"A reliable driver gets the feel' 


of the road on packed snow or 
ice. He reduces speed, anticipates 
stops well in advance, keeps a 
safe margin between his car and 
others, slows down for curces and 
crossroads, and uses tire chains 
when conditions warrant. If visi- 
bility is poor, he drives slowly and 
watches out for slow moving high 
way crew vehicles which are hard 
to see in blowing snow." 
^Commenting on the use of win- 
terized tires, the state official said 
the National Safety Council has 
conducted tests of all types of 
tires on snow and ice surfaces. 


^These tests proved that even 


with the special 'winterized' tires, 
stopping distances on ice average 
about 188 feet at only 20 miles
